On leaving for Batiia, one of the 
French military oiitposts, I take the 
train on the raiiroad. 
As I happened 
to he the lirst first-class passenger, I 
•was accorded much attention from the 
native officials. Onward we -went at a 
Bnail's pace, the steep grade of the 
mountain preventing (jTiicker travel, the 
air becoming keener every mile of our 
progress. 
At Batna there in military 
everywhere, and nothing but the bugle 
and the drum is heard. Engaging a 
seat in a crazy old diligence, I started 
for a two days' journey to the last mili- 
tary outpost of any importance. 


We pass nothing but clumps of poor 
tents and miserable droves of goats, 
•which suggested to me the reason for 
the barrenness of the country, for not a 
tree or bush is to be met with, as these 
animals eat u}) everything, and do not 
give the hardiest shrub or sapling a 
chance to sur\-ive. Arriving at the 
mouth of the gorge El-Kant3,ra, half- 
•W'ay to my destination—a grand spot, a 
steep range of mountains and upheaved 
rocks based with miles of cactus—we 
pass an old Roman bi-idge of a few co- 
lossal stones with inscriptions, and then 
on once more, the atmosphere becom- 
ing gradually imcomfortal)ly warmer as 
Vie begin to descend into the valley. We 
pass plains entirely Avliitened with al- 
kali and salts, the water pai'taking so 
strongly of their qualities that the 
bread made about here is unpalatable. 
Still warmer, still dustier, we grow as 
we enter the edge of the desert, the 
plains studded 
with 
green 
oases 
and date-palms, while 
the 
horizon 
seemed more like the sea than the laud. 
After presenting a letter to the Ministei 
of War at Paris, I was most cordially 
•welcomed by "le vieux colonfd" and oiii- 
cars of the gairison. 
They took me to 
pay my respects to Si Moliammed ben 
Gana, the caid or chief ma^strate ol 
Biskra, who was Governor of the en- 
tire province of Constantine before the 
French conquered it. 
He was a verj 
handsome man, with a harem of seven 
•wives. His four sons were all remark- 
ably handsome, over six feet in height, 
and "with their fine features and magnifi 
cent eyes would make a sensation even 
in our ungraceful modem di'ess. Aft«^ 
stopping some days at the Hotel de Sa- 
hara—rightly so named, for it was a des- 
ert, where nothing could be had—I was 
pro\-ided Avith an escort of Arab cavalry, 
or spahis, and every facility for trans- 
portisn. With this escort, in company 
•with a party of French oflicers and i 
lady, I visited the tomb of Sidi Okbar. 
about twenty miles distant, there and 
back. We went at a hand-gallop, and 
were received by the sheik of this oasis, 
and by him escorted to the tomb of this 
ancient warrior, who well-iiigh overrai 
and conquered northern Africa witl 
comparatively but a handful of follow- 
ers. We enter the building, in the cen- 
ter of -which is a small room, which the 
priest unlocked with an air of mystery; 
in the interior was the tomb, covered 
•with a fine Arab rug, but on the ground 
were one or two of the commonest Eu- 
ropean manufacture, on which the na- 
tives seemed to put a high value. While 
]the attendant turned to call our atten- 
tion to something in the mosque, the 
lady of our party, with the curiosity oi 
Eve's daughters, stepped in and liited 
'the cover, only to see a structure oi 
common masonry. 
In traversing the 
•village the •women and children hurried 
after her, and kissed the hem of hei 
garments. After being regaled in a 
garden of palms on some milk and dates, 
•we remounted oiir horses.—E. P. Sar^ 
guineiii, in Harper's 
Magazine.

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THE MILLS BILL. 


The Final Passage of the Bill In the 
Houe by a Tote of 1«2 to 149 
—Wild Heenes In the 
Honse. 


WASHiNaTON, Joly 21.—When 
the 
honse met this morning the galleries 
were filled with spectators, attracted to 
the oapitol by the annonaoement that 
to-day would witness the close of the 
great tarifT debate and vote on the final 
passage of the Mills bill. 


Ohairman Mills offered two amend- 
ments intended to correct typographical 
errors, and they were adopted. 
He 
then proceeded to address the honse. 
He said the majority had tried to bring 
in the bill to rednoe excessive taxation 
and lessen the inflow of money to the 
treasury. 


By the amendments made in the com- 
mittee of the whole, the relative rate of 
dnty has been placed at $42.99 on the 
$100. This moderate bill had been met 
by a storm of dennnciation and charac- 
terized as a free trade measure. There 
was 842.99 on the SIOO. 


Mr. Mills then took the bUl in detail. 
In conclusion he referred to the suit 
of clothes produced by McEinley during 
his speech. 
He said that he had noth- 
ing to take back. He had inquired into 
it and had found that that $10 suit had 
been protected to the amount of $4.03. 
He had heard that that suit was to be 
photographed and used in the cam- 
paigo. He wanted to photograph in the 
brain of every voter the fact that that 
$10 suit was protected to the amount of

At the conclusion of Mills' speech, 
which was tnmnltnonely applaud^, all 
the amendments were agreed to, with 
the exception of that on cotton ties, on 
which Mr. McKinley demanded the yeas 
and nays, which was ordered.

Bulted: Teas, 170; nays, 128, and the 
amendment stands as agreed upon ia the 
committee of the whole.

The previons question was then or- 
dered on the final passage of the bill and 
the yeas and nays ordered. 


Howden read a .^etter from Bandall, 
asking to be paired with a friend of the 
bill, and expressing himself distinctly 
as opposed to the passage. 


The vote wag then taken on the final 
passage of the bill and resulted: Yeas, 
162; nays, 149. 


bowden, of Pennsylvania; Oreenman 
and Bliss, of New York (democrats), 
voted against the bill, and Fitch, of New 
York, and Nelson, of Minnesota (repub- 
licans), voted for it. The foar inde- 
pendent member also voted aye. 


When the speaker annonnoed the pas- 
sage of the bill the democrats broke in- 
to cheers and waved bandanas wildly.

The republicans, in turn, greeted this 
sally with laughter and applause. 


The motion to adjourn until Monday 
was defeated; yea^, seventy-nine; yeas, 
206, and the house at 2 o'clock, took a 
recess until 8 o'clock this evening.

His Wife Horden Him by Bonnlag 


Carbolie Aeld Down His 
Throat.

They had been living apart for sev- 
eral months, although not divorced, she 
remaining in Indianapolis.

acid having been ponied down his throat 
and over his face and breast. 


He died in a few minutes and she was 
arrested for the murder. She claims he 
committed suicide.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Three of the 
most prominent ministers of the gospel 
in Brooklyn, 
who

Storrs, of the chnrch of the Pilgrims, on 
the Heights, Their expressions, with 
those of ex-Mayor Beth Low and other 
prominent republicans, have set the 
prophets talking, and 
before many 
moans the republican horizon in Kings 
county will assame a very unpromising 
aspect. All throe of the preachers take 
exception to the ultra-protection atti- 
tude that has been assamed, and con- 
demn the free whisky and free tobocco 
planks.

Worthiugton pnd his brother went to 
the barber shop in connection with the 
hotel to be shaved, when the invalid 
quickly seized a rassor and made a dash 
at hid throat. 


He inflicted only a slight wound, how- 
ever, as Mr. Sellers, proprietor of the 
enop, divined his intention and seized 
his hand. In wrenching the razor away 
Mr. Sellers received quite a severe cut 
in the hand. The invalid was at once 
taken into close custody and lodged in 
the Dearborn retreat. He grew rapidly 
worse while in transit and on arriving at 
the institution it was found necessary to 
apply the strait jacket.

Bill Nye on Journalism. 


I am glad to know Cornell University 
is to establish a de})artnient of jcmrnal- 
isni. 
I have ahvays claimed that jour- 
nalism could be taught 
in univer.sifies 
and colleges just as successfully as any 
other athletic exercise. 
Of cour.se you 
cannot teach a boy how to jerk a giant 
journal from the crtitches of decay and 
make it a robust and ripsnorting shai)er 
and trimmer of public opinion, in whose 
counting-room 
peoi)le 
will 
Avalk 
all 
over eacli other in tlieir mad eflbrts to 
insert 
advertisements. 
You 
cannot 
teach this in a 
school 
any more than 
you can teach a boy how to discover the 
open polar sea, but yoti can teach him 
the ruilinients 
and 
save 
him a good 
deal of time experimenting Avith him- 
self. 


Boys si)end small fortunes and the 
best years of tlieir lives in learning tlie 
simplest truths in 
relation to 
journal- 
ism. 
We grope on blindly, learning 
this year, perhaps, how to distinguish 
an italic shooting-stick when we see it, 
or how to eradicate type lice from a 
standing galley, learning next year how- 
to sustain life on an annual ])ass and a 
sani])l(' carly-rose potato weigliing four 
pounds and measuring eleven im-hes in 
circumference. 
This is a sh)w 
and 
tedious way to obtain journalistic train- 
ing. 
If this can be avoided or a1)l)re- 
viatcd it will be a great boon. 


Tlie life of the journalist is a hard 
one, and, although it is not so trying as 
the life of the ncwspa})er man, it is fall 
of trial and perjdexitie.s. 
If new.spaper 
men and journalists did not .stand l>y 
each other I do not know what joy they 
Avould have. 
Kindness for each otlier, 
gentleness and generosity, even in their 
rivalry, characterize the conduct of a 
large number of them. 


I shall never forget my first oppor- 
tunity to do a kind act for a newspaper 
man, nor with what pleasure I availed 
myself of it, though he was my rival, 
especially in the jiublication of 
large 
and sjnrited eiiuestriau liandbills and 
posters. 
H e also jn-Inted a rival pai)er 
and assailed 
me 
most 
bitterly from 
time to time. 
His nann» Avas Lcnenzo 
DOAV Pease, and Ave had carried on an 
acrimonious Avarfare for two years. 
He 
had said that I A\as a reformed Pro- 
hibitionist and that I had left a neg- 
lected 
Avife in 
every State 
in 
tlie 
Union. 
I had stated thnt 
he Avould 
give better satisfaction if 
he 
Avould 
Avear his brains breaded. 
Then he had 
said something else that Avas personal^ 
and it had gone on so for some time. 
W e deA'oted fiheen minutes each day to 
the management of our respective jia- 
pers, 
and 
the 
balance of the day in 
doing each other ujj in a Avay to please 
our subscribers. 


One 
evening 
Lorenzo

Pease

One and one-fonrtk pounds of washed 
fleece wool are requiredio make a yard 
of ttiree'fonrths wide, twdve ounce eas- 
•imere, worth 85 cmts. 
The cost of 
the labor to make that yard of cloth is 
U cents. (See testimony of William 
Dean, woolen manufacturer, of Newark, 
Del., in r ^ r t of tariff com. Vol. II, p. 
2,242) 


The high-tariffites daim that the duty 
on wool adds 10 cents a pound to the 
price which the wool grower would 
otherwise get, and therefore to the price 
which the manufacttirer would other- 
wise have to pay. If this daim is true, 
the duty adds to the cost of a yard of 
the doth above described just 12| cents. 
The labor cost of the cloth is 14 cents. 
With free wool the manufacturer could, 
therefore, nearly double the wages of 
his workmen and still be as well off as 
he is now. 


Should not the high-tariffites, who 
want to put the business of *the country 
on a philanthropic basis, consent to f r y 
wool in the interest of the workingma^ 


The duty on that yard of cloth is 85 
cents per pound and 40 per cent of its 
value added. If the English manufac- 
turers' price on goods of the same qual- 
ity is 60 cents per yard, the duty on one 
yard would be 60 cents. 
Deducting 
enough to pay our manufacturer for the 
enhanced cost of his material (12| oents) 
there still remains of the duty 38 cents, 
almost three times the total labor cost of 
the doth. If this remt^inder of the duty 
is laid wholly because of higher wages 
here, not only must the foreign oper- 
ative work for nothing, but he must also 
pay his employer a round sum for the 
privilege of working. One-third of the 
present duty would be ample protection, 
granting all the exttavagant claims of 
the high tarifiites, for with free wool the 
American cassimere could be sold at 85 
cents, less 12} cents, or at 72| cents, 
and the English cloth would come at 60 
cents, plus one-third the present duty, 
or at 77 cents. Is it not obvious that 
these simple shepherds of the people are 
shearing their flacks pretty close?

I happened to be in the vicinify ol 
,Gretna recentlj, and taking advantage 
of an hour or two's leisure, resolved to 
see anything there was to see and hear 
anything worth hearing. 
The notorious 
village, as everybody knows, is jnst 
across the border—to be precise, not 
much more than a gunshot distance be- 
yond the imaginary 
line 
separating 
north from south Britain. 
It is about 
five miles northwest of Carlisle, 
and 
perhaps three miles east of >nnan and 
southeast of Ecclefechan. There is both 
a Gretna and a Gretna Green station. 
The visitors alights at the latter, and 
discovers something out of the way be- 
fore he can get into the village, for 
strangely enough, the booking-clerk is 
a young lady. 
Gretna Green is a very 
quiet little place, only a few homely, 
comfortable-looking houses, plain stone 
or whitewashed; and, as a considerable 
number of American and other excur- 
sionists find their way to the village in 
the course of the year, a visitor scarcely 
excites any attention at all. 
I had been 
told to try and see the vicar, who is said 
to be a mine of curious local informa- 
tion ; but he was away from home. 
As 
nothing could therefore be done in this 
direction, I returned for further advice 
to a maiden in a garden who had al- 
ready pointed out "the manse" for me. 
Just as luck would have it, her father 
was the useful official already referred 
to, and in a few moments I was in Mr. 
^er's front room, and having my ques- 
tions answered as fast as I could ask 
them by his daughter and himself in 
Scotch as good and rich as if they were 
living seventy miles instead of less than 
one across the border. 


"Now, will you please tell me, Mr. 
Ker, something about what has been 
done here in the way of marrying, who 
did it, and where it was done ?" 


"Well, 
Gretna 
Green, 
being like 
Coldstream and Berwick-on-Tweed just 
on the border, was years ago a very con- 
venient place for those who wished to 
get married without leave. 
Its near- 
ness to Carlisle was also an advantage. 
The Scotch law made no bother about 
bans, parental consent, presence of a 
clergyman, or the contracting parties 
being under age; all that was needed 
was that the two runaways should in 
the presence of witnesses take one an- 
other to be husband and wife, and they 
were properly enough manied, and the 
marriage could not be disputed in En- 
gland." 


"That is, of course, not now the state 
of the Scotch law?" 


"No, the act of 1857 made residence 
in Scotland for twenty-one days—over 
three Sundays—obligatory on the part 
either of the man or the woman wishing 
to get married, but all the other inci- 
dental matters hold good." 


"That is, if the prospective 
bride- 
groom holidays in Scotland for three 
weeks, and on the twenty-second day 
his sweetheart comes down from En- 
gland by the mail, they can be married 
without let or hindrance ?" 


" Quite so. 
Years ago the number of 
paarriages taking place here was very 
high. 
Between 1845 and 1850, Murray 
of Holl-bar, 
alone 
married over six 
thousand, and there were other 'mar- 
riers' liracticing at the same time. Lord 
Erskine's name is still to be seen on the 
hook up at Springfield. 
Of course, any- 
body could 'many' the flying couples, 
but certain men were nearly 
always 
patronized to the exclusion of outsiders." 


"And how about 
marriages nowa- 
days at Gretna?" 


"Oh yes, there are some. 
Willie 
Lang,the post-runner (Anglice,postman) 
lias, perhaps, married a dozen couples 
these last twelve months. 
He has a 
register which goes a hundred 
years 
back. 
There used to be six or seven 
'marriers,' but Willie gets almost all the 
work now. 
He's a first-rate attender to 
his everj'day duties, too; my letters are 
delivered every morning regularly to 
the minute, and have been for years." 


""Who are his clients, and what do 
they pay?" 


"Mainly servants who come over after 
Carlisle fair, but there are of course 
others. 
The marriages usually 
take 
place at 
'term time'. 
W'illic charges 
variously. 
Sometimes 5s, 
sometimes 
7s 6d; occasionally he may get 2, 3, oi 
5, guineas. 
The parties just engage a 
room at a public-house, and after they 
have signed Willie Lang's roll, he gives 
the bride a certifieata. 


Why (iirls Eat Candy. 


"Amei'iciin girls eat more candy than 
the girls of any other nation," said an 
observing traveler 
recently. 
"Thev 
commence on New Year's day and con- 
tinue until New Year's eve. 
Always 
caudy, sometimes because it is a birth- 
day, sometimes because they met a 
iriend, sometimes because it was sent tc 
them. 
They have as many excuses foi 
eating candy as a man has for drinking 
whisky." 


"Don't foreign girls eat candy?" 
"Oh, yes; they are learning very fast 
to follow the exami)le of tbe fair sex on 
this side of the water. 
In this country 
the Yankee girls were the first to starl 
the fashion or habit, as it should be 
called, and from the East it has spread 
all over the country. 
Now I think the 
W^estern girls can hold their own against 
all 
comers. 
In 
Europe 
Germans, 
Italians, and Spaniards are great eaters 
of pralines, 
chocolates a la creme, 
sugared almonds, and crystallized fruits. 
French women eat fondants, and there 
a man, when he escorts a lady to the 
theater, must carry with him a packei 
of douceurs. 
In England, candy eating 
started with sucking caramels or nib- 
bling cremes. 
Now 
the 
well-to-do 
Briton eats sweets with his wini» aftei 
dinner. 
They are fond of fondants, 
nougat, candied mandarins or tanger- 
ines and other kinds. 
Butter scotch, 
barley sugar and chocolate are the ordi- 
nary everyday candies. 
Soldiers suck 
almond rock while doing sentry duty, 
the policeman on his beat usually has a 
biill's-eye or brandy ball in his mouth, 
and the British tar chews an American 
caramel instead of the quid of lugtail 
that used to distend his swarthy cheek 
in the good old days of 
England's

fiHarery in Brazil. 


With the year 1887 slavery became 
extinct in three Brazilian provinces, al- 
though the gradual emancipation will 
not be completed throughout the Em- 
pire until all the slaves bom before 
September, 
1871, are dead. 
These 
three provinces, Ceara, Alto Amazonas, 
and Kio Grande do Sul, have by a spon- 
taneous and voluntary movement among 
the slave-owners, and by private phi- 
lanthroi)hy, 
anticipated the 
general 
emancipation. 
In September, 1871, a 
law was passed in Brazil that after that 
date every child bom should be free. 
The same law pro^dded an emancipation 
fund to be annually api)lied to the ran- 
som of a certain number of slaves. 


The Koman Catholic clergy of Eio 
Grande do Sul, which contains a large 
percentage of black people, have led an 
anti-slavery movement, and formed a 
plan to celebrate the jubilee of Pope 
Leo X i n . — t h e fiftieth anniversary of 
the Pope's ordination asai)riest—bj'the 
extinction of slavery in the provinces. 
They believe that no better way could 
be found to make the Pope's name mem- 
orable among the negroes of that region, 
who are nearly dll devout Catholics. In 
1884 there were set free in Eio Grande 
40,000 slaves, and only 9,000 remained 
to emancipate. 
These were all liber- 
ated at the end of last year. 


Brazil is the only American State in 
which slavery still exists, and there, as 
we have seen, it will exist not many 
years longer. 
It is an interesting cir- 
cumstance that, with the abolition of 
this barbarous system, wliich the slave- 
holders not many years ago regai'ded as 
necessary to the prosjjerity of the coun- 
try, the Brazilian Em]iire is rapidly ad- 
vancing, both in wealth and in educa- 
tion. 


The certainty of the extinction of 
slavery has attracted immigration from 
Europe, mostly of German, Swiss, En- 
glish, and Italians, who go to the soutli- 
ern provinces of the Emjjire, wliere the 
climate is coolest and most settled. One 
southern pro-s-ince alone, Sao 
Paulo, 
during the year 1887, received more 
than thirty thousand immigrants from 
Er^rope. 
The Avhole country has felt 
an economic growth, and the Brazilians 
begin to Irope for the development of 
their manufoctures. 
Heretofore 
the 
country has been almost wholly an ag- 
ricultural 
one. 
The climate in the 
southern part of the Enij>i»e is not un- 
favorable to manufactures. 
A state of 
slavery, however, seems always to have 
been unfavorable, whei-evei it has i)re- 
vailed. to any other industry than the 
tilling of the soil, and is not even favor- 
able to the highest development of that 
one industry. 
It is not strange, there- 
fore, that the Brazilians throughout the 
I'nipire should be inclined to hasten 
tlu> emancipation of their slaves. 


An indication of the material develop- 
ment of Brazil, and of the neighboring 
Argentine liepublic, as well, is found in 
the peaceful rivalry between these two 
countries for the control of the trade of 
Bolivia, which, by the recent Avar with 
Chili, lost the outlet to the Pacific coast. 
The Argentines liave completed a raü- 
wav from Buenos Ayres to Salta, a town 
in Argentine territory, but not far from 
ihe Bolivian frontier, and have thus 
s\icc^^ded in mono])olizing a great ]«irt 
of the trade of Bolivia. 
The Brazilians, 
in the iner.ntime, have been seeking to 
open water communications with Bo- 
livia, and an expedition under Col. 
Labre lias found a practical route, it is 
stated. l)y way of the Annizon and Ma- 
deria luvers, into Bolivian 
territory'. 
Another fact of impf)rtanco to the com- 
mercial future of Brazil is that to wliich 
attention has been recently called again 
by the French explorer, ]\r. Cli;ifiiinjf)u, 
that the so-called Cassiquiari Canal, an 
outlet of the Orinoco into the liin Negro 
forms a comjtlete connection between 
tlie basins of tlie Orinoco and Amazon 
Uivers.—Youth's C^iin)>anio)i. 


Railroad Buildiiig in 'Xew'South Wales. 


Mr. J. J. L. England has received 
a letter 
from his brother in the in- 
terior 
of 
New 
South 
Wales, 
500 
miles 
from Sidney, which 
recounts 
the troubles endured in building rail- 
roads through that country a year or 
two ago. 
We extract from the letter 
as follows: 
"There was nothing else 
for it so I took a pick and shovel 
and 
went to work on the railway embank- 
ment, yea, even as a 
sub-contractor; 
that is to say the land was just being 
cleared and burnt off and my 
under- 
taking was to take so many claims, ac- 
cording to the nature of the ground, at 
a i)rice varying from ten jience to four- 
teen pence per cubic yard; the mullock 
was to be dug and wheeled to form the 
embankment. 
In some cases we 
met 
with rocks and other impediments and 
then we didn't dig at all. 
We, my 
mates and myself, went to work about 
sunrise in the summer, say 5 a. m., and 
knocked oflF at sunset. 
We lived in our 
own camp, a calico tent, cooked our 
own tucker, when we had any, drank 
water that you wouldn't drown a dog in 
at home and had altogether a sanguinary 
jolly time of it. 
However, we stuck on 
with the work and eventually got to 
within sixteen miles of Bourke, when 
the water, feed, and everything else gave 
out. 
The weather was as hot as tophet 
thrice heated, and the work for the time 
was abandoned. 
And a very lively trip 
we had of it down the fifty-five miles of 
back line. 
We had to carry water in 
our canvas water bags. 
Out of the dogs 
we had with us, six died from the heat, 
and we ourselves were not too much 
abve at the finish. I may here say that 
during the eighteen months I was work- 
ing on the line the only vegetables I 
tasted were dried apples, 
rice, 
and 
bread; the rest of our bill of fare was 
made up of corned mutton, very 
oc- 
casionally ; canned fish, preserved mut- 
ton and beef, and very rarely fresh beef. 
We also consumed kangaroo when 
we 
could get it. 
Sometimes we would 
poach a couple of jumbucks (sheep), 
and to show to what a state they were 
reduced, I have often carried two in a 
sack, and they didn't weigh more than 
twenty pounds together."

Three Kemarfcable Stataecu 
The colossal statue of Frederick the 
Great at Berlin is one of the most m u - 
nificent monuments of Europe, or, in- 
deed, of the whole 
world. 
It is of 
bronze, and stands on a pedestal of 
granite. 
The pedestal is twenty-five 
feet high, and above this the statue, 
showing the great Emperor on horse- 
back, is seventeen feet in height. 
It is 
perfect in all proportions, and abso- 
lutely t m e to life. 
Around the sides oi 
the gratite pedestal are bronze groups, 
life size, of all the leading Generals 
and state 2»en of the Seven Years' War, 
amounting in all to thirty-one persons. 
At each corner, above the groups, are 
figures 
of 
Justice, 
Pmdence, 
Forti- 
tude, and Temperance; between thei-'e 
are 
bas-reliefs representing diflerent 
IJeriods in the life of Frederick; the 
muse teaching him 
history; Mercury 
giA-ing him a sword; walking in the gar- 
dens of his i>ala<'e, snrrfiunded l»y his 
favorite com])auions, greyhounds, i)lay- 
ing on his flute; in the weaver's hut, 
drawing the ])lan of battle after his de- 
feat at Ivollin. 
On the front tablet is 
inscribed, "To Frederick 
the Great, 
Frederick 
William 
111., 1840. 
Com- 
pleted by Frederick ^\'illiamIV., 1851. 
The well-known 
statue of Peter 
the 
Great stands at the corner of the Ad- 
miralty S(iuure, St. Petersburg. 
By it 
the monarch is represented as mounting,' 
a pi'ecipice. 
It is said that the artist 
who executed this fine work took liis 
design from seeing an ollicer, monnted 
t)n a wild Arabian steed, I'ide to tlie top 
of a clift' and halting there causes his 
horse to rear and )iaw the air with his 
fore feet. 
In tlds statue the Emperor's 
head is uncovered and crowutnl with 
laurel. 
The right hand is 
stretched 
out as in the act of givinjj; Ix-uediction 
to his people, while the left holds tlie 
reins. 
The design is miistc rly, and the 
attitiule spirited. 
This statue is also of 
bronze. 
There are three statues of 
some note in Dresden. 
In the ceuiei 
of the Zuringer, or palace yard, is one 
of Frederick Aufi'ustus 11., and one of 
the Elector j\I;in)-ife o])p()siie tlie Ar- 
senal. 
But tlie one ]ijentione<l is prol)- 
ably the br<>n/,(i cipiestrian 
statiu^ of 
Frederick Ae^-nstus II.. known us Au- 
giistus the Stv.mg, which stands near 
the end of the New Bridge. 
This is 
spoken of as very tine, and as well 
showing the magiiilicent physical form 
that gave the Elector his favorite sur- 
name.—hiler-ijcean

Church Gfoicth in- Large 
Citifs. 


The apostles of free thonglit i;i the 
religious domain are foiid of asserting 
that Christianity is (m the decline—that 
it is losing its hold upon civilized na- 
tions. 
Statistics do not bear out this 
claim so far as the I'jiited States a)-e 
concerned, as it is easily shov,-n that th(^ 
in<-rease of church comr.iunicants in this 
country is in a greater .-atio than in tlu^ 
increase in population. 
The statistics 
of the great Protestant bodies show un- 
usTial activity in church building and 
evangelization, and there never was a 
time when the young were more gener- 
ally or systematically trained in the 
principle.s of Christianity than 
now 
through the medium of the Sunday- 
Bchools. 
It is probable, however, that 
in the great cities, which are the centers 
of a population madly intent on the ma- 
terial gain of the j^resent life, the claim 
that religion is on the decline in propor- 
tion to population will not tend to be 
warranted by the facts. 
The figures 
showing the relative growth of the var- 
ious religious bodies in iiew York dur 
ing that period are interesting. 
The 
Protestant Episcopal Church heads the 
list, both in total membership and in 
rsitio of increase. 
The total number of 
communicants is placed at 33,903 and 
the ratio of increase during five years at 
31.74: per cent., a ratio twice as great as 
1 that of the increase in population. 
If 
jail the other denominations could make 
las good a showing the prospect of evan- 
gelizing the population of the city would 
be very hopeful. 
The Presbyterians 
come next in the list, with 23,016 mem- 
^bers, but with a ratio of increase of only 
6.20 per cent. 
The Baptists are third, 
-with 13,687 members and a ratio of in- 
erease of bat 5.06 per cent. 
Next come 
^ 
Methodists, tum&llj the most aggress- 
fif a ^ ib» denoaunfti^s, with 


years of 5.78 per cent. 
It would be in- 
teresting to know how much of this 
growth in the Episcopal Church is dtie 
to conversions from infidelity and how 
much to subtractions from other denom- 
inations. 
Is the increase from among 
the poor or middle class or chiefly from 
among the wealthy and fashionable ? 
Is the slow growth of the other denom- 
inations due to'lack of aggressive A^tality 
or is part of it accounted for by the re- 
moval of their own members to subur- 
ban towns, in which they help to swell 
and sustain new congregations and part 
of it by transitions to the Episcopal 
Church? 
The iigtires do reveal, how- 
ever, to the dullest mind the fact that 
New York furnishes an ample missionary 
field for all its denominations, and that 
those which make the most careful study 
of existing conditions, and adapt them- 
selves most nearly to those conditions 
will have the greatest success.—Fhila- 
{lelphia 
Times.

or 
Niagara, goes through the streets, avc 
stand ;it our AviudoAV envious and im- 
patient, and Avonder Avhy avo cannot go 
as Avell as others. Fools that Ave are, as 
though one could not be as happy at 
home as anywhere else. Our grand- 
fathers and grandmothers had as good a 
time as Ave have, long before the iust 
spring Avas bored at Saratoga or tlie tirst 
deer shot in the Adirondacks. 
They 
made their Avodding tour to the next 
farm-house, or, living in Ncav York, they 
celebrated the event by an extra Avalk on 
the Battery. 


Koav the genuine American is not 
happy until ho is going somcAvhere, and

at a table covered 
Avith 
j>artridgo.

venison, and pineapples. 
T h e grandest 
luxury God ever gave a man 
is 
health. 
He Avho trades that off for all the palaces 
of the earth is iniinitely cheated.

look back at the glory of the last Napo- 
leon,, but Avho Avould have taken his Ver- 
sailles and his Tuileries if Avith them Ave 
had been obliged to take his gout? "Oh," 
Bays some one, "it isn't the grosser pleas- 
ures I covet, but it is the gratilication of 
an artistic and intellectual taste." Why, 
my brother, you have the original from 
Avhich these ])ictures are copied. 


What is a sunset on a Avail compared 
Avith a sunset hung in loojis of lire on 
the heavens? What is a cascade silent 
en a canvas compared Avith a cascade 
that makes the mountain tremble, its 
s])ray ascending like the departed spirit 
of the water slain on the rocks? Oh, 
there is a great deal of holloAV atTocta- 
tion about a fondness for pictiîres on 
tlie part of those Avho never aiipreciate 
the original fnmi Avhich the pictures .'ue 
taken. As though a parent siionld have 
no regard for his child, but go into 
ecstasies over its jihotograph. IHesw 
the Lord to-day, O man! O Avomau! that 
though you may be shut out from the 
works of a church, a Bierstadt, a Rubens, 
and a lluphael, you still have free ncces 
to a gallery grander than the Louvre, or 
the Luxemburg, 
or 
the Vatican—the 
royal gallery of the noonday heavens, 
the King's gallery of the midnight sky. 


Another consideration leading us to a 
spirit of contentment is the fact that 
our happiness is not dependent upon 
outward circumstances. 
You see people 
happy and miserable amid all circum- 
stances. In a family Avhere the last loaf 
is on the table, and the last stick of 
wood on the tire, you sometimes find a 
cheerful contidence in (iod, Avhile in a 
very line place you will see and hear dis- 
cord sounding her Avar-Avhoop, and hos-. 
pitality freezing to death in a checrless 
parlor. I stopped one day on Broadway 
at the head of W.-.ll street, at the foot of 
Trinity Church, to see Avho seemed the 
hajipiest people passing. I judged from 
their looks the happiest people Avere 
not those who went down into Wall 
street, for they had on their brow the 
anxiety of the dollar they expeciVd to 
make; nor the people who came out of 
Wall street, for they had ou their broAV 
the anxiety of the dollar they had| lost; 
nor the people Avho swept by in splendid 
equipage, for they met a carriage that was 
finer than theirs. 
The happiest person 
in all that crowd, jiidging from the 
countenance, Avas the woman who sat at 
the apple stand knitting. I believe real 
happiuess oftener looks out of the Avin- 
doAv of an humble home than through the 
opera-glass of the gilded box of a thea- 
ter. 


I find Nero growling on a throne. 
I 
find Paul singing in a dungeon. I fiud 
King Ahab going to bed at noon through 
melancholy, Avuile nearby is Naboth con- 
tented in the possession of a vineyard. 
Hanian, Prime Minister of Persia, frets 
himself almost to death because a poor 


under the most adverse cireamstances, 
just after the Ocean Monarch had been 
wrecked in the English Channel, a 
steamer was cruising along in the dark- 
ness, when the Captain heard a song, a 
sweet song, coming over the water, and 
he bore down toAvard that voice, and 
found it was a Christian woman on a 
plank of the wrecked steamer, singing 
to the tune of St. Martin's: 


Jesus, lover of my soul,

While the billoAvs near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high.

However hard you 
may have it now, if you aje a Christiiui 
the scene will soon end. 
Pain, trial, 
persecution never knocks at the door of 
the grave. 
A coiBn made out of pino 
boards is just as good a resting-place as 
one made out of silver mounted mahog- 
any or roscAvood. Go down among the 
resting-places of the dead, and you Avill 
find that though people there 
had a 
great difference of 
worldly 
circum- 
stances, now they arc all alike uncon- 
scious. The hand that greeted the sen- 
ator, and the president, and the king is 
still as the hand that hardened on the 
mechanic's hammer or the 
manufact- 
urer's Avheel. It does not make any dif- 
ference now, Avhether there is a plain 
stone above them from whieh the .trav- j wouíd be h¡q)py if he were only some- 


yonng," «aid David, "bni now I am oitn 
yet have I never seen the righteous for- 
saken nor his seed begging bread." It 
is high time that you people who ar« 
fretting about worldly circumstances, 
and who are fearing you are coming to 
want, understood that the oath of th< 
eternal God is involved in the fact that 
you are to have enough to eat and to 
wear.

It may be seen, if the sky is dear, in 
all its s ^ e s and will undoubtedly be an 
interesting sight. 
We most not expect 
to see the moon disappear altogether 
from our sight or turn black in ^ e face 
as it crosses the shadow. Even in the 
epths of darkness through whioh it 
will pass its appearance will be like that 
of a copper-colored disa 
This is due to 
the refractive power of the earth's at- 
mosphere which bends the rays of the 
sun and project them into the shadow. 
The result will be that these rays re- 
flected from the moon will give it a 
strange, unnatural, weird appearance 
while in the shadow, from which it will 
emerge with renewed briliiancy and 
sweep through the starry heavens as if 
nothing had occurred. 


It will happen at a time when people 
are ordinarily in bed, but we venture the 
assertion that hundreds of young peo- 
ple will remain up and witness the sight 
that will be seen in the heavens above 
them. It will be a picnic for lovers and 
as the pale luna, the queen of the night, 
goes through the different phases of the 
eclipse, sleep will not visit their eves. 
They will see it in all its glory and im- 
prove the opportimity of whispering 
words of love into each others ears. The 
eclipse will have an audience and to- 
morrow night promises to be a gala one 
for all.
